SELECTMEN’S FOREWORD 


Through this foreword to the 1977 Town Report the Board of Selectmen wish to 
present an outline of the Board’s activities during the past year and present to the 
citizens of Marlborough our ideas and thoughts relative to pending matters and new 
issues to which we must address ourselves during the ensuing year. 


Through the authority vested in them at the Special Town Meeting held on Sep- 
tember 20, 1977, the Board of Selectmen took the necessary steps to bring the com- 
munity into compliance with the directives of the Environmental Protection Agency 
and the State of New Hampshire by contracting the closing of the existing open bur- 
ning Town Dump and the construction and maintenance of a landfill. The landfill is 
working out very well and the Board has received a number of letters from state agen- 
cies congratulating the citizens of Marlborough on this fine facility. The articulating 
loader that was authorized in the same article with the dump closing and the landfill 
opening was purchased and has been working out very well indeed, both in the land- 
fill and through its use for general highway maintenance. 


In late November Marlborough’s property owners and taxpayers received their first 
tax bills since the reappraisal! of all the property in the community was completed and 
the public hearipgs held for valuation reviews. The Board is proud of its citizens in that 
there were no noisy outbursts and very little complaining about the reappraisals. Less 
than 7% of the total number of property owners in the Town came to the hearings 
and almost everyone felt the work done by the State was very well done and ex- 
tremely fair. 


All of the capital expenditures that were approved at last year’s town meeting have 
been purchased and installed and all are functioning perfectly. The stair chair or lift 
has opened up new horizons of service in the Town Offices to the elderly and the 
physically handicapped. The photocopy machine is saving town employees time and 
expense. The map file has allowed us to organize all our maps and documents and 
bring a semblance of order to the office. The heat and smoke detectors will be ins- 
talled late in February, and the fresh coat of paint in the Municipal Building has helped 
make this facility a public building of which we all can be proud. 


A review of the Town Warrant on the following pages will reveal a number of issues 
which must be addressed. The Fire Wards have been studying the needs of the com- 
munity with respect to the replacement of the old Dodge fire truck with a new one. 
The old truck is now thirty years of age, replacement parts are almost impossible to 
get, the tank leaks and the pump needs to be repacked. The Fire Wards have 
received six bids on a set of specifications and have made a decision as to the piece of 
equipment that is best for our needs. The Selectmen are ready and willing to commit 
the accumulated interest of the Farnum Memorial Fund to the purchase of this new 
fire truck and if, the Town approves, only the interest on notes to be negotiated will 
have to be paid by the Town. 


The Highway Department’s dump truck is now nine years old and plans must be 
made to start preparing for its replacement. The Highway Department Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund now has $3,035.69 of accumulated funds. The Selectmen have 
placed an article in the warrant which would authorize the payment of $2,000 to this 
fund, thereby giving us a start toward a good down payment on the new truck when 
it becomes necessary to purchase one in the years ahead. 


In a continuing effort to properly equip the Town Offices and maintain the 
Municipal Building, the Board has included an article in the warrant which would 
authorize the use of $2,000 of accumulated interest of the Ward and Reid Town Trust 
Funds for the purchase of an industrial vacuum cleaner for our janitor, the purchase 
and installation of vinyl stair tread covers to protect our stairs, the purchase of a much 
needed typewriter for the Town Clerk - Tax Collector’s office, and the installation of 
proper lighting at the rear and side entrances to the Municipal Building. 
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The reappraisal of property in the Town has created a large increase in the number 
meet its meet its obligations by depending on a tax base primarily built on residential 
which must be prepared by the Board of Selectmen. We have therefore, asked for the 
vote of.the Town to computerize our tax warrants, tax bills and mailing lists. We hope 
the citizens of Town will support us on this issue because it will assist the Board in 
bringing quicker and better service to our tax payers. 


During the past few years it has become increasingly obvious to us all that the 
Social Security system in this country may be in serious trouble. Initially designed to 
be the answer for retiring employees, it is now financially in trouble and the income it 
provides to retired senior citizens is not even enough to pay for the basic needs of life. 
The Board feels that it is the responsibility of this community to recognize the high 
quality and caliber of ail our full time employees and that we take steps to provide 
them with some financial security upon retirement. The Board has addressed itself to 
this proposition and trusts the community will carefully listen to our presentation of 
this matter. 


The Board has become increasingly aware that this community cannot continue to 
meet its obligations by depending on a tax base primarily built on residential dwellings 
and open land. Using the authority granted to us by the Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Board has appointed an Industry Search Committee and the Board is 
asking for a very small amount of money whereby this committee can function ef- 
fectively. We trust the citizens of the community will share our enthusiasm for this ar- 
ticle and support us in an effort to bring ‘“dnew money” and ‘’new blood” to the 
Town. 

In closing, we wish to thank all the cittizens of Marlborough for the many con- 
tributions they have made to community life in our Town. We wish particularly to 
thank our Highway, Police and Fire Departments and our library staff and Town Nur- 
se. We also acknowledge the fine contribution of our elected office holders, the many 
commmittees and boards which serve us all. The Board is proud of our relationship 
with them all and it is a great privilege to be able to work with them for a better 
Marlborough.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Marlborough High School Auditorium in said 
Marlborough on Tuesday, the Fourteenth day of March, next at 7:30 of the clock in 
the afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To raise Such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


2a. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize the withdrawal from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against budgeted appropriations for the 
following specific purposes and in amounts indicated herewith or take any other ac- 
tion thereon:

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
Recreation Commission or act in any manner relating thereto. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
operation of a Summer Playground Program or act in any manner relating thereto. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of some of the ac- 
cumulated interest of the Charles-C. Ward Town Fund and the Kate Reid Town Trust 
Fund, not to exceed $2,000, for the purchase and installation of outdoor lights on the 
rear of the Municipal Building; for the purchase of an industrial Vacuum Cleaner for 
the Janitor’s use in the Municipal Building; the purchase and installation of heavy duty 
Vinyl Stair Treads on the front stairs of the Municipal Building; and the purchase of an 
electric typewriter for the Town Clerk-Tax Collector’s Office or act in any manner 
relating thereto.

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


What is EMERGENCY READINESS? 


Emergency Readiness means that a community is prepared to react promptly to 
save life and protect property if it is threatened or hit by a disaster or major emergency 
of any type. This requires that planning and preparatory actions be taken BEFORE 
there is an emergency. 


Police, fire, engineering, road crews, ambulance services and your Civil Defense 
Agency, are the front-line forces that take the lead in carrying out the lifesaving and 
property-preserving operations required by a major emergency or disaster. 


During the past year your Civil Defense Agency has sponsored an introduction to 
Radiological Monitoring, a programmed home study course, which is being attended 
by 45 individuals. These individuals are made up of a cross section of The Town's 
families. They include high school students, members of the Marl-Harris Ambulance 
Squad, fire department, police department and members of the Civil Defense. 
Radiological monitoring equipment will be placed at their disposal when needed. The 
Town of Marlborough now has four complete sets of Radiological Monitoring meters. 
One of these sets is now in the Marl-Harris Ambulance since we have qualified people 
in that squad to handle them. 


The Marlborough Civil Defense has recently acquired a % ton 4 wheel drive Dodge 
Power Wagon that will be used in emergencies in the Town as soon as it is ready to 
go on the road. This vehicle was acquired from the Federal Government under a 5 
year lease and didn’t cost the Town a cent. When ready it will be used in some form 
of rescue operation.

MARLBOROUGH PLANNING BOARD 


The year of 1977 was a hectic one for the Planning Board. Pat Grover, long-time 
Chairperson, stepped down. Although Pat is no longer chairperson, she still remains a 
very active member of the Planning Board. Henry Southwell left the Planning Board 
to devote more of his time to the Police Department. Attorney Eric Gardner was ap- 
pointed to the Board and elected to fill the position vacated by Pat Grover. With Eric’s 
knowledge of law, we as a Board learned a great deal concerning today’s legal com- 
plications. Unfortunately, our coaching lasted but a short time for Eric moved away, 
and we lost a valuable resource. Mark Gallup was appointed to the Board, and we 
look forward to a new year with new ideas. 


The Planning Board is presently examining the zoning map in an attempt to clarify 
the boundaries of the zones. We are also planning to review the Master Plan to deter- 
mine how we have utilized the plan in our growth pattern and perhaps to adjust it with 
new information. We also acted upon several site plan reviews and subdivisions 
during the year. 


As a final note we would like to thank the townspeople for the support you con- 
tinue to give us regarding our research and proposals. When we all work together, we 
will help keep Marlborough a pleasant place to live while we grow over the years to 
come.

FIRE WARDS REPORT 


The Marlborough Fire Wards wish to report that the year 1977 saw a considerable 
increase in fire calls, a total of 55 calls were answered, an increase of 56% over the 
year 1976. The alarms answered were 30 still alarms, 2 general alarms, 3 brush fire 
calls and 20 mutual aid calls. 


During the past year the Fire Wards have spent a considerable amount of time 
drawing up specifications for a new fire truck to replace the 29 year old Dodge Pum- 
per that we presently have which has been giving us problems in repairs for the past 
several years. We have met with representatives of several different fire equipment 
companies and we have decided on a piece of equipment that we feel will best serve 
the town. We hope that the towns people will support us with your vote. 


The Fire Dept., in an never ending effort to spread the Fire Safety Rules among the 
children in town, held another Fire Safety Poster Contest, along with an assembly and 
display of fire equipment for grades pre-first thru the sixth grade during Fire Preven- 
tion Week. 


This past year eleven members of the Fire Dept. attended fire school taking courses in 
rescue, forestry, breathing apparatus, forcible entry, ventilation and basic life support. 
These courses were taken to develop and train the men as competent fire fighters. 


With the increase of wood burning by the townspeople of Marlborough, the Fire 
Dept. wishes to extend to anyone wishing to install a wood stove all information for a 
safe installation. The Fire Company presently have smoke detectors and fire ex-

REPORT FOR 1977 


The members of the Marlborough Community Nursing Association have been 
growing within a new operating structure which, given another year, should enable us 
to be more responsive to the needs of the community. 


Members of the comjunity may not realize it, but as a certified Home Health Agency 
in New Hampshire we have a defined operating structure which requires specific stan- 
ding committees which we must staff each year in order to serve the public. Un- 
fortunately, it is a difficult task to find both laymen and medical oriented people to fill 
those positions. We invite you to reach the Association and share with us in the 
responsibility of directing our Association in service to the community. 

The Association presently has 2 staff members. Margaret Ford, RN, is our staff nur- 
se and has been with us for sometime now. Mrs. Hilda deMoya is a Physio- Therapist 
on contract with us and joined us this last year. 

Our Staff Nurse is on duty 5 days a week from 8:00 AM to 4:00 PM with office 
hours from 8:00 AM to 9:00 AM and from 1:00 PM to 2:00 PM each day, Monday thru 
Friday. 

This last year nearly 50 families in the community were visited by the staff mem- 
bers. And, more than 250 people were served through our Blood Pressure Screening 
Clinics during the year. 

In the Spring, the Association sponsored two programs using the facilities of the 
Frost Free Library. First, in cooperation with the American Cancer Society, we spon- 
sored a film concerned with smoking and its relationship to cancer. Second, our Staff 
Nurse was present at the library for a number of afternoons for gal-to-gal discussions 
On pap smears. 


This fall the Association was happy to work with the Monadnock Lions Club when 
they sponsored an afternoon Health Screening Clinic for the community.

1977 SERVICE REPORT 


During the period Jan. 1 thru Dec. 31, your ambulance responded to 125 call. 62 of 
the calls were emergencies, 44 were non emergencies and transfers, 7 auto or motor- 
cycle accidents with 12 patients. 


We were not called on for backup service this year, we took ;part in three disaster 
drills, were called for three non transports, stood by at the Memorial day parades in 
Marlborough and Harrisville, and at the activities at the Monadnock Equestrian Center. 
We made 2 trips to Mary Hitchcock Hospital in Hanover, and 4 trips to the Peter- 
borough Hospital. There were 2 trips to nursing homes in Chesterfield and 1 to 
Bellows Falls, plus several trips to Keene nursing homes. 


Two new front tires were put on this year, and the ambulance and its equipment are 
in good order. All expenses in the service have gone up and we are happy to report 
that the response of the people of Harrisville and Marlborough to our appeal, and the 
activities sponsored by the groups and organizations in the two towns have helped us 
to remain in a stable financial condition. We thank all the families that remembered 
the ambulance service with memorial funds, in lieu of flowers, and when they have 
used the service. All these things made it possible for us to operate without asking for 
tax money. 

The members of the squad, through retraining programs, new courses, seminars, 
workshops and new training aids keep themselves abreast of new equipment and 
methods, that they may serve you quickly and efficiently. 

Thé E.M.T.A. squad members, (these members were in the first course taught by 
the State in this area), attended the required retraining and review program at 
Cheshire hospital this year, several members attended the seminars and workshops at 
Laconia and U.N.H., all these events make it possible for us to say, the ambulance, its 
equipment and the personnel are ahead of federal and state requirements. 

Each year we make it a point to thank the high school students that have taken the 
first aid courses and are members of our squad. The courses were taken during the 
the school year, they missed many of the social activities at school, can you wonder 
why we are very proud of them. They make it possible for us to operate during the 
day time hours, and are very willing workers. Again, we are very proud of them. 

We are again asking for help from the adults who are in town during the day. We 
require that the ambulance drivers be twenty one years of age and have first aid 
training. The courses required are very interesting and you will find that you will want 
to know more about the things that make us tick. Help the high school members of 
the squad to keep the people of Harrisville and Marlborough proud of the Marl-Harris 
ambulance service, Help us to help you.

ADMINISTRATIVE REPORT 


In the 1977-1978, the Marlborough school system saw the following changes occur. 

The Merit System of teacher evaluation and supervision, in existance for five years, 
was studied in depth by the school board, teachers and administration. As a result, a 
moratorium was placed on the program with alternative systems being sought for 
future years. 

The Teacher Corps is finishing its second and final year in the Marlborough schools. 
Under the direction of Dr. Wesley Brown, Director; Donald Finley; Linda Woodward 
and Esther LaChance; the Teacher Corps had a substantial impact on the students 
and faculty. During the two-year period the teachers had the option of participating in 
a number of in-service training programs in the area of individualized instruction, 
reading, special education, etc. to improve their skills to deliver better education ser- 
vices to youngsters in Marlborough. As the Teacher Corps winds down and is no 
longer physically visible in the school system, its presence will be felt for many years 
to come. 

A new position, Lead Man Custodian, was created this year. It was the board's con- 
tention that the new position would provide the school district with a custodian to 
oversee the other two custodians as well as to work in conjunction with them, plus 
save the school district dollars by doing a number of small maintenance jobs which 
otherwise would have been contracted out. The new position is doing what it was 
designed to do. Under Mr. Lamoureaux’s direction a number of maintenance items 
have been done along with a great deal of painting throughout the school. More im- 
portantly, the school is cleaner than it has ever been. 

Due to a variety of reasons, such as leave of absence, death and the transfer a one 
spouse, it was necessary to hire nine new teachers for 1977-1978. The school system 
was fortunate to employ outstanding educators who are doing an excellent job. 

In response to the new federal law, P.L. 94-142, dealing with special education, the 
dealing with special education, the board developed a Master Plan for the Education 
of the Handicapped for the years 1977 through 1980 which provides the foresight for 
the Marlborough School District as it moves down the road towards the total im- 
plementation of the law. 

The position ‘’Director of Special Education’’ was created and Mrs. Ann C. Shelley, 
resource teacher at the elementary level, is serving in this capacity. Mrs. Shelley, un- 
der Mr. Finley’s direction, has total control of the special education program in grades 
one through six. She also serves as a coordinator for the secondary level. 

At the March, 1977 District Meeting, an ad hoc committee was formed to study the 
senior Class trip. In the fall the committee presented a preliminary report to the school 
board indicating they had surveyed the community, students and faculty and found 
that the majority of individuals supported the senior class trip and felt it was a wor- 
thwhile experience for the students.

PROGRAM AND CURRICULUM 


The biggest change in our curriculum was the introduction of an art program, 
grades readiness through twelve, authorized by the voters last March. The program is 
off to a very good start, benefiting our students, our teachers, and the general ap- 
pearance of the building. We are very pleased and thankful. Due to reassignments 
made possible by the addition of a full-time art program, we have been able to add a 
reading course. 

Two new courses were introduced this year. Bachelor Living was added to the 
home economics offerings, and psychology was reintroduced in the social studies 
area. There has been an increase in the number of music lessons being given in the 
school. While not new, the seventh grade science program has been revised. 

We have seven seniors and ten juniors (ten boys and seven girls) enrolled at the 
Cheshire Vocational Center. They are taking the following courses: Electricity, Ac- 
counting Office Procedures, Auto Mechanics, Clerical Office Procedures, Landscaping 
and Ornamental Horticulture, Business Data Processing, Child Care, Distributive 
Education, Food Service, Masonry and Small Gas Engines. 

We also had a student studying abroad for the first time in recent years. 

We are investigating several curriculum areas, but these will not influence this 
year’s program. The areas would include the English elective program, elementary 
science, mass media in the secondary school, and elementary math.

HELD ON MARCH 14, 1977 


Meeting called to order at 3:00 P.M., March 14, 1976 by Moderator Elmer A. Grover, 
Jr. and warrant read. The moderator declared the meeting open under Article 1 calling 
for the election of a Moderator, a Clerk and an Auditor for the ensuing year, a member 
of the School Board for the ensuing three years and a Treasurer for the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1977, under the non-partisan ballot system. 

The meeting was further called to order at 7:30 P.M. by the moderator to act upon 
the following subjects. The moderator declared the meeting open for action on Ar- 
ticles 2 through 10 inclusive. 

Voted favorably on the motion of John Mitchell, supported by Richard W. Butler, 
that this meeting be dedicated to Alphonse A. Despres in commemoration and honor 
of his fifteen years didicated service as a member of Marlborough Board of Education 
and that this be duly recorded in the minutes of this meeting. 

Article 2. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres, supported by 
Richard W. Butler, that the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers chosen 
be accepted as printed in the annual town report and placed on file. 

Article 3. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres, supported by Man- 
fredo Torelli, that we refer Article 3 to Article 1. 

Article 4. Voted favorably on the motion of Manfredo Torelli, supported by Alphonse 
A. Despres, that the District vote to authorize the school board to make application 
for, and to accept and use in the name of the district such advances, grants-in-aid or 
other funds for educational puroses as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from 
the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, or any department or 
agency thereof, or any federal, state, or private agency. 

Article 5. Voted favorably on the motion of Richard E. Butler, supported by Manfredo 
Torelli, that the District vote to authorize the school board to accept the provisions of 
Public Law 89-329, Title V, as amended, and to appropriate such funds as may be 
made available to the District under said federal act for such particular projects as may 
be authorized by the school board. Further, moved that the District vote to authorize 
the school board to accept such funds and to expend the same for such projects as 
may be designated. 

Article 6. A motion was introduced by Alphonse A. Despres, supported by Manfredo 
Torelli, that the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $643,307.00 for the 
support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the District. 

The school board presented the proposed budget in detail and answered questions 

from the voters. 
An amendment to the original motion was introduced by Leslie R. Knight, supported 
by Elizabeth A. Richards, that the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$620,307.00 for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and 
agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District. 

During the discussion of the amendment, the time having arrived at which the polls 
were to close, it was voted favorably on the motion of Edward C. Nason, Jr., sup- 
ported by Edwin S. Wheeler, that the polls be closed at 9:10 P.M. 

A motion was introduced by Frank E. Knight, supported by David Keenan that we 
move to the previous question. The motion carried on a voice vote. 

The amendment to the original motion was then defeated by a voice vote. 

The moderator announced that he had been presented with a petition signed by 
seven voters requesting that the vote on the original motion under Article 6 be taken 
by secret ballot. 
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Voters were checked off on the check list and cast their ballots with the following 
results:

Article 7. A motion was introduced by Alphonse A. Despres, supported by John D. 
Mitchell, that the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,750.00 for the 
implementation of an art program, and to make related curriculum changes or act in 
any manner relating thereto. 

The moderator announced that he had been presented with a petition signed by five 
voters requesting that the vote on this article be by secret ballot. 

Voters were checked off on the check list and cast their ballots with the following 
results:

The moderator declared a vote in the affirmative and that the motion was approved. 
A motion was introduced by Frank E. Knight, supported by Diane Woodley, that we 
take up Article 9 before Article 8.

Article 9. A motion was introduced by Sally J. Allen, supported by Donna Mitchell, 
that the District vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for the support of a 
public Kindergarten in the District. 

After considerable discussion, a motion was introduced by Edwin S. Wheeler, sup- 
ported by Maria Demerse, that we proceed to the question. The motion was approved 
On a voice vote. 

The moderator announced that he had been presented with a petition signed by five 
voters requesting that the vote on this article be by secret ballot. 

Voters were checked off on the check list and cast their ballots with the following 
results:

The moderator declared a vote in the negative and the motion was defeated. 

Voted favorably on the motion of David E. Cheney, supported by Roland E. Mitchell 

that the rules of the meeting be suspended to allow a Junior and Senior High School 
student to speak. Mr. Cheney introduced Robert Bowes who spoke in support of the 
Senior Class Trips. 
Article 8. A motion was introduced by Manfredo Torelli, supported by Richard W. 
Butler, that the District vote to express its opinion and direction to the school board 
relative to the proposed policy governing senior class trips or act in any manner 
relating thereto. 

An amendment was introduced to the original motion by Richard C. Seaver, sup- 
ported by Geraldine S. Sawyer, as follows: 

| would like to offer an amendment ot the present motion, that the moderator ap- 
point a committee of at least five community members, representing a cross section 
of the community and one school board member to evaluate the Senior Class Trip 
program and its impact on both the school and the community of Marlborough as a 
whole, and present its results to the entire School Board by October 1, 1977 for con- 
sideration and action. 

The amendment was approved on a voice vote. 

No action was taken on the original motion. 
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Article 10. Voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres, supported by 
Richard E. Butler, that the District vote to authorize the School District to exclude 
from its Social Security plan services performed by election officials or ajection 
workers for each calender quarter in which the remuneration paid for such services is 
less than $50.00 

A motion was introduced by Alphonse A. Despres, supported by Roland E. Mitchell, 
that the District go on record as endorsing the school boards system on merit pay and 
teacher evaluation and that it be broadened to include all employees of the District. 

After considerable discussion and an attempt to withdraw the motion, it was 
defeated on a voice vote. 

Richard E. Butler, supported by James Lincoln, introduced a resolution which was 
approved unanimously. The resolution was as follows: 


“Whereas, Alphonse A. Despres has served as School Board Member for the Town 
of Marlborough, New Hampshire, since March 8, 1962 and is now retiring; And 
Whereas he has always conducted his duties as Board Member diligently and in a 
manner truly reflecting his genuine interest in his position; Be It Hereby Resolved that 
this resolution be recorded as part of the minutes of this meeting as a permanent 
tribute to Mr. Despres from the people of the Town of Marlborough to express their 
sincere appreciation for his outstanding service to our community; Be It Further 
Resolved that a copy of this resolution be presented to Mr. Despres. The School 
District of Marlborough.”’ 

No further business appearing under this article, and the polls having been closed at 
9:10 P.M., it was voted favorably on the motion of Alphonse A. Despres, supported by 
Richard E. Butler, that the meeting return to Article 1.
